2, it was completed,” Dr. Wells 
said. 

All through the slaughter 
period there was close scrutiny 
to identify each sheep destroyed.

On Large Lump Sum 


By W. GORDON HOLMS, CA 

A single lump sum of money re- 
ceived by a taxpayer can make 
the tax impost Unlsually heavy 
and the Income Tax Act allows 
some alleviation in some of these 
cases 

Examples of such payments are 
limp sums paid to employees on 
retirement, withdrawal from pen- 
sion schemes, and payments made 
as death benefits 

In Victoria where there -are 
many hundreds of women civil 
seryants the case can often arise 
of a girl withdrawing her super- 
annuation payments in one lump 
sum in preparation for marriage. 
Teachers also fall into this a 
gory 
The recipient may have consid- 
other income in the year 
of receiving a lump sum payment. 
The amount of the lump sum pay- 
ment can be taken into income in 
the year of receipt or can be ex- 


cluded from current taxable in- 
some and tax paid on the lump 
sum payment at a special rate. 

The special rate is worked as 
follows: Take the income for each 
of the three previous years and 
add them together. Then take the 
total income tax paid for each of 
these three previous years. This 
total tax will be, say 6 per cent or 

r cent of the total income. 
is the basis for the calcula- 
tion. Thus if the sum received is 
$1,000 and the average percentage 
of tax for the three previous 
years is 6 per cent, the taxpayer 
owes $60 in income tax. 

This is Ottawa's method of alle- 
viating hardship caused by lump 
sum payments.

Like so many professors, Dr. Kleitman is a specialist, 
and what do you suppose he specializes in?

In tact, I often feel I need 24 hours sleep, and I DO 
mean consecutively. 

But I felt duty bound to read the article, to find out if 
this scientific professor felt I need eight hours Sleep. 

Well, I found out that sleep sometimes sneaks up on 
you slowly, and sometimes it arrives with a rush—zvom, 
you're asleep. 

I also found out that students of sleep feel it is slightly 
miraculous that more of the average lifetime isn't spent in 
sleep. Dr. Kleitman points out that man stays awake more 
than animals do because man has added “wakefulness of 
choice” to “wakefulness of necessity.” 

In case. you didn't know, wakefulness of necessity 
the kind animals maintain to find food

WASHINGTON (Reuters) 
President Eisenhower said today 
that at the height of the Suez 
Canal crisis last year he had 
considered inviting the British 
and French prime ministers to 
fiy to Washington and announce 
a Suez cease-fire 

But he added that he decided 
that until the situation was such 
that-it would be understood by 
the whole world, he should not 
do it. 

In questioning at his press 
conference on the Middle East 
situation, Eisenhower said that 
in his correspondence with 
Prime Minister Ben-Gurion, the 
Israeli leader did not mention 
the subject of Israeli ships pass- 
ing through the Suez Canal as 
one of the assurances he would 
need before withdrawing Israeli 
troops from Egypt 

The president was answering 
a question regarding the “as- 
sumption" under which Israel 
evacuated the Gaza Strip and 
*the Gulf of Aqaba areas 

Eisenhower said the only ex- 
ecuse Egypt is using in relation 
to Israeli shipping through the 
canal is its claim to belligerency. 

He said the U.S. will continue 
to negotiate with Egypt over 
the operation of the canal as 
long as there is a chance for 
conciliation and a satisfactory 
settlement.
